EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

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Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1, 4, 5, 6, 9 and 10 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record that is most similar to applicant's claimed invention is U.S. Patent No. 
7,218,732 issued to Tanaka et al. Referring to Figure 2b of the Tanaka patent, housing 
132 latches to housing 131 as opposed to applicant's claimed invention in which the 
housing latches directly to the camera module (refer to Figure 5 of applicant's 
specification). The specific structure including (1) the elastic member disposed below 
the substrate and between the substrate and the housing and (2) the latching structure 
of the housing and the camera module in applicant's claimed invention differentiate 
applicant's invention from the prior art.
